Green Urges Roosevelt To Veto 


Connally-Smith Anti-Labor Bill 


What the Connally- 
Smith Bill Does 


Outstanding provisions of 
the final version of the Connal- 
ly-Smith bill adopted by both 
houses of congress follow: 

1—Empowers the president to 


“take over in behalf of the govern- 


ment any war plant, mine or manu- 
facturing facility threatened with 
interruption of production by a 
strike or other labor disturbance. 


2—Imposes fines up to $5,000 and 
a year’s imprisonment, or both, 
upon any person who may “coerce, 
instigate, induce, conspire with, or 
encourage any person to interfere 
by lockout, strike, slow-down or 
other interruption with the opera- 
tion” of such plants taken over by 
the government. The same penal- 
ties are provided for “aiding” such 
strike or lockout, giving “direction 
or guidance” to it or providing 
funds “for the conduct or direction 
thereof,” through payment of strike 
or unemployment benefits. 
3--Gives the national war labor 
board statutory recognition, em- 
powers it to intervene in disputes 
on its own motion, authorizes the 
board to issue subpoenas for the 
attendance of witnesses, but re- 
stricts the board's present right to 
erder union-shop settlements. 
4—-Provides that no member of 
the board shall be permitted to par 
ticipate in any decision in which 
such member has a direct interest 
as an officer, employe or represen- 
tative of either party to the dispute. 
5-—Requires a 30-day “cooling off”

Meanwhile, A. F. Whitney, 
president of the brotherhood of 
railway tralnmen, one of the in- 
dependent railroad brother- 
hoods, telegraphed the president 
that the measure was “an at- 
tempt to pillory honest labor” 
and represented a threat to 
democracy. 


President Roosevelt was also 
urged to veto the Connally-Smith 
anti-strike bill by Sal B. Hoffman, 
president, upholsterers’ interna- 
tional union of North America 
(AFL), who declared in his tele- 
gram to the president that enact- 
ment of the measure was “vicious 
repayment for the loyalty and de- 
votion of twelve million workers 
who have given sons, husbands and 
brothers to the armed forces and 
who are now producing 
needed war materials.”

WARNS IT WILL IMPEDE WAR 
PRODUCTION AND INJURE 
NATION'S WAR EFFORT 


A. B. of L. President Wil-| 


liam Green led the forces of 
organized labor in appealing to 


President Roosevelt to veto the 
fascist, anti-labor Connally -Smith 
bill. 


“The workers of this country 
would never become reconciled to 
this legislation,” Mr. Green in- 


formed the president. “They would 
protest against it and rebel against 
it in the event that it would become 
the law of the land.” 

It is expected that the vari- 
ous war agencies of the govern- 
ment will join with organized 
labor in urging the president to 
veto the measure because, as 
Mr. Green pointed out, it will 
interfere with war production 
and injure the war effort. 

“This legislation is fascist in 
character,” Mr. Green warned in a 
letter to the president. “For the 
first time in the history of our 
country congress has enacted legis- 
lation depriving workers of the 
exercise of the right to strike. This 
legislation strikes at the very heart 
of democratic processes and is vio- 
lative of the fundamental prin- 
ciples of freedom upon which our 
form of government rests.

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EXECUTIVE COUNCIL OF

cial problems, the executive council of the California State 
Federation of Labor demonstrated its awareness of its responsi- 
bility in the two-day session held in Hollywood on June 12-13 
by reaching decisions on a number of points of great importance 
to labor in this state. Cee ee 


Telegrams were sent to the 
president asking him to veto 
the vicious Connally-Smith bill, 
and to the California senators 
urging them to support H.R. 7, the 
anti-poll tax bill which passed the 
house of representatives and is now 
pending in the United States sen- 
ate. In the telegram to the presi- 
dent, the secretary of the federation 
stressed the danger to the unity of 
the home front should the anti- 
labor bill be signed by him. 


A three-volume, detailed legis- 
lative report covering the last 
session of the state legislature 
was submitted to the council 
by the legislative representa- 
tive. This report analyzed prac- 
tically all the bills in which 
labor as interested and gave 
their history. In a ten-page in- 
troduction the policy followed 
by the federation was thorough- 
ly explained and credit was 
given to the many representa- 
tives of labor who worked so 
energetically at Sacramento in 
behalf of labor. Great interest 
was shown by the vice presi- 
dents in this report, which was 
approved on the second day of

Oppose Freezing Wages 


The position taken by the 
federation and John A. O’Con- 
nell, secretary of the San Fran- 
cisco labor council, at the hear- 
ing of the 10th regional war 
labor board in San Francisco, op- 
posing the establishment of any 
sub-standard living level or any 
other wage level as long as prices 
were not under control, was re- 
affirmed by labor _ spokesmen, 
headed by J. W. Buzzell, at a simi- 
lar hearing of the board in Los 
Angeles, on June 12th. 

It was made plain by labor’s 
representatives that the sub- 
standard wage rate as promul- 
gated by the war labor board 
was not to be confused with a 
subsistence wage. Other tang- 
ible arguments were advanced 
in opposition to the fixing of 
any blanket wage levels as this 
would in actuality amount to a 
wage freeze.

FOR ‘43, SAY LEADERS 


It was generally agreed upon by 
administration leaders that no new 
major tax legislation will hit the 
American people during the re- 
mainder of 1943, and*with that un- 
derstanding Ways and Means Chair- 
man Doughton said he would seek 
agreement on when to start writing 
a general revenue-raising, anti-in- 
flation measure to take effect on 
January 1. 

The agreement was reached at a 
conference in the office of Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Morgenthau, 
attended by officials of that agency, 
by the Economic Stabilization Di- 
rector Vinson and by ranking 
democratic members of the capitol’s 
two tax-writing committees.

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New York Unions 
Give $700,000 To 
Labor War Chest 


Nearly $700,000 has been contribu- 
ted by American Federation of 
Labor unions in New York city for 
the labor war chest, Matthew Woll, 
AFL vice-president and chairman 
of the chest, announces. Woll pre- 
dicted that the total given through 
AFL organizations there by the 
end of 1943 would be $2,000,000. The 
money is to be devoted to various 
war relief purposes overseas and 
to special war projects of organized 
labor at home. 

Among the projects planned by 
the chest is that of financing a 21- 
car hospital train to be called the 
Thomas J. Lyons memorial train, 
in honor of the late president of 
the New York State Federation of 
Labor. Wounded service men re- 
turning from overseas would be 
transported from disembarkation 
points to army and navy hospitals 
in the train.

OKLAHOMA EDUCATION BOARD BARS 
TEACHERS FROM MEMBERSHIP IN UNION 


While the armed forces of the United States are fighting a global 
war for freedom on many fronts, the board of education in Okla- 
homa City is following the totalitarian practice of attempting to 
regiment and intimidate public school teachers with a yellow dog 
contract. Recently a local of the American Federation of Teachers, 
AFL affiliate, was formed in Oklahoma City where teachers’ sal- 
aries are very low. 

At the same time a bill was introduced in the Oklahoma legis- 
lature to prohibit teachers from affiliating with unions. This bill, 
which was intended to prevent teachers from striking, was de- 
feated when the legislators learned that the teachers’ union has 
a non-strike policy and that teachers may be prevented from 
striking by organizing them in the union. 

After this bill was defeated, the board of education voted that the 
new contract issued to teachers in July will prohibit membership in 
the teachers’ union.

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| PROCEDURE FOR EMPLOYMENT |WLB AGENCY FAVORS 
OF MINORS EXPLAINED 


ls imminent throughout the state, 


the rush of students for jobs has begun. So that all concerned — 


the students, the employers, and the unions—may know what 
steps must be taken in the employment of minors, we are here 
summarizing the points involved, as well as the chief provisions

of California’s minors emer- 
gency war employment act, 
signed by the governor on May 
26th and designed to give a 
maximum of protection to these 
young workers. 
Students 

Every employed minor under the 
age of 18 must have a work permit 
from the board of education which 
has jurisdiction over him. No work 
permit of any kind may be issued 
to children under 12; minors be- 
tween 12 and 14 may be employed 
Saturdays and vacations only; those 
between 14 and 16 may work after 


school hours as well. Minors be- 
tween 14 and 16, who have not 
graduated from a four-year high 


school and who wish to work full 
time at the close of the vacation 
period must go to @ continuation 
school for such a work permit. 

Any student who wishes a 
summer job, therefore, must 
provide himself with a work per- 
mit. His principal will tell him 
to whom to apply for this, and 
the type of permit he will re- 
ceive will depend upon his age, 
the time he wishes to work and 
the evidence of his age which 
he must bring with him. 
Omployers 
Prospective employers of minors 
16-18 years of age must secure two 
from their local board of 
education: notification of employ- 
ment of minors 16-18 years of age, 
and notice of termination of em- 
ployment. It is the employer's re- 
sponsibility to see to it that every 
minor in his employ has a work 
permit.

| The national war labor board an- 
nounced that it has unanimously 
sustained a directive order of the 
sixth regional war labor board di- 
recting the Austin Co. of Chicago, 
jill, to bargain collectively with 
three AFL unions designated ag 
bargaining agents in elections held 
by the regional board. 

The Austin Co., a construction 
engineering firm currently building 
an airplane assembly plant in Chi- 
|cago, does not come within the 
jurisdiction of the national labor 
}relations act and refused to recog- 
|nize or bargain with the three 
unions—the Miscellaneous Ware- 
housemen’s Union, Local 781, of the 
AFL teamsters’ union; the Tech- 
|nical Engineers, Architects and 
Draftsmen’s Union, Local 90a, and 
the General Service Employes’ Un- 
ion, Local 73. The regional board 
conducted an election according to 
NLRB procedure and certified the 
three unions. The NWLB upheld 
the regional board’s order because

INCENTIVE BONUS PLANS 
GIVING LOWER UNIT 
LABOR COSTS 


The regional war labor board in 
New York announced it wouud ap- 
prove “as a general policy” incen- 
tive bonus plans that result in 
lower unit labor costs because, 
though such plans allow a greater 
“take home” for the employes, they 
are “in keeping with the purpose 
of the wage-stabilizing program.” 

The statement of policy was con- 
tained in an opinion, first of its 
kind by the board, authorizing in- 
auguration of such a plan for 131 
workers in the lens surgical de- 
partment of the Shuron Sag 
company plant at Geneva, N. Y,. 
The plan was worked out in co- 
operation witfi the optical workers’ 
union, AFL, 

“Such incentive plans as _ this,” 
said Theodore W. Kheel, board 
chairman, “are expected to become 
less unusual with the elimination 
of WLB approval of wage increases 
to correct inter-plant inequalities. 

“As a general policy we will 
approve those plans which re- 
sult in lower unit labor costs, 
since the resulting increased 
production is to be desired in 
these times of manpower scar- 
city. Such proposed plans must 
be true incentive plans, how- 
ever, and not a mask for wage 
increases.” 

The board's decision in the 
Shuron case was based on a study 
by its economists which found that 
the proposal would result in in- 
creased production, lower unit costs 
and increase returns to the work- 
ers, accepted requirements of in- 
centive plans. 

Under the decision, present hour- 
ly rates will be maintained as a 


guaranteed base rate, while the 
rate of additional incentive pay 
will depend upon _ production, 


quality and breakage rates. Such 
extra pay will be given to groups 
of 5 to 30 workers, rather than to 
individuals. 

, The company itself, which has 
|its machine shop workers at the

estimates that the average wage 
increase will be about 10 per cent, 
lor 6.7 cents per hour. It expects, 
| however, a 17 per cent increase
